Gold Reserves 


Drop Explained 


LONDON (AP) - Gold re- 
serves of countries belonging to 
the 
International 
Monetary 
Fund dropped last year because 
of largescale hoarding and the 
absence of Soviet gold from the 
sellers’ market, a British deal­ 
e r ’s report said Monday. 
The report by Mocatta and 
Goldsmid, bullion dealers in the 
HambroS Bank Group, also pre­ 
dicted “ another interesting year 
for the london gold m arket” in 
1967 because of French pressure 
to examine the position of gold 
in the international monetary 
system. 
The price of gold has 
re­ 
mained at $35 an ounce since it 
was fixed there by the United 
Etates in 1934. But Finance Min­ 
ister Michel Debre of France is 
reported ready to seek an in­ 
crease in the price when finance 
ministers of the IO leading in­ 
dustrial nations and members of 
the IMF meet in london later 
this month to discuss the grow­ 
ing shortage of world money 
supplies. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Back 
in 1932 Sen. Joseph T. Robinson 
of Arkansas, the Senate’s Dem­ 
ocratic floor leader, said “ when 
a 
senator once takes to the 
floor, nobody t>ut Almighty God 
can interrupt him, and the Lord 
never seems to take much no­ 
tice of him .” 
But making a single senator 
shut up was never much of a 
problem, even if the Lord ig­ 
nored him. Just let the senator 
exhaust himself, for if he could 
chatter for 25 hours he would be 
a record-breaker. 
The 
record-holder 
is 
Sen. 
Strom Thurmond of South Caro­ 
lina, who talked 24 hours and 18 
minutes in 1957 against the civil 
rights bill. Then, when he had 
finished, the Senate passed the j 
bill. But this was just a one-man 
filibuster, which is an attempt 
to block Senate action by talk. 
The real problem is how to 
shut up a bunch of senators on a 
filibuster. There is a way to stop 
them, called cloture, if it can 
ever be managed, which down 
through American history has 
never been often. Just the same. 
down through historv a try has 
been made. 
And now 35 years after Robin­ 
son indicated the Lord’s reluc­ 
tance to interfere, some liberal 
senators are still trying to find 
an easier way than the one on 
the books to shut off a filibuster. 
And that will be one of the prob­ 
lems of the 90th Congress which 
opens today. 
They’re pinning a lot of rope 
en Hubert H. Humphrey who. as 
vice president, is supposed to 
preside over the Senate and. 
when asked, to give his opinion 
on things like rules about fili- 
! busters. 
There w asn’t a rule for stop­ 
ping a filibuster until 1917 when 
President Woodrow Wilson, fed 
up on a filibuster that blocked 
one of his projects, got the Sen­ 
ate to pass a cloture rule called 
Rule 22 
which became famous 
later far all that was said about 
lit- 
This rule simply required a 
Uote of two-thirds of the sena­ 
tors present and voting, which 
is something less than a tw*o- 
thirds vote of the full Senate, to 
j '•hut off debate. 
But in 1949 the Senate got 
into a peevish hassle over fair 
employment 
practices 
legisla­ 
tion. The Senate made it even 
tougher to kill a filibuster by 
changing 
Rule 22. 
No longer 
could just two-thirds of the sen­ 
ators present stop debate. Now 
it had to be two-thirds of all the 
senators. 


Several attempts were made 
bv Senate liberals between 1949 
and 1959 to often up Rule 22.
